A suggestion for Transrail 


(editor's note: the following 
letter was sent to the 
Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen and has been 
reprinted here at the request 
of the author) 

Members, 

Please see the attached sug- 
gested concept for the removal 
of the New England Transrail 
proposed project in the highly 
contaminated area of 
Wilmington known as the Olin 
Plume Site. No discussion of 
NET is needed. The area in 
North Wilmington will, in the 
near future, be developed as 
planned by the Mills 
Corporation as well as adja- 
cent property in Tewksbury. 
The Lowell Junction 
Interchange will change the 
land area to fit the Mills pro- 
ject. To me, it would be ideal to 
have NET project locate to 
that area. The first plus come 
to mind: 400, 20-wheel trucks 
will not use the infrastructure 
of roads in the Wilmington 
heighborhoods. A second plus 
will put the NET trucks direct- 
ly onto the Interstate highway 
system, which would be a time 
and money saving NET posi- 
tive. Wilmington could, of 
course, put a fee on each vehi- 
cle per axle and per ton. 

The Wetlands 


All the flags are already up; 
the project will destroy the 
wetlands as they now exist. 
Wetlands are not going to be a 
concern of Mills or of the Mass 
Highway Department; the 
interchange and Mills are 
coming. If one is concerned 
with the protection of the wet- 
lands go across Route 93 and 
view the new 125 exit ramp 
under construction. This ramp 
is going through a wetland but 
has back-filled the area leay- 
ing some pools of water and 
the water loving cat-o-nine 
tails. 

I remind you that this is only 
a suggested concept, but think 
of the axle fee and a tipping 
charge. Wow! Is this going to 
be a lot of bucks going into the 
rainy-day fund - a hellava lot 
more than a hotel room occu- 
pancy tax.

off my many large Japanese Elm trees 
and made a heck of mess of my driveway, 
lawn, patio, and gutters. My yard trans- 
formed from autumnal delight to desolate 
winter landscape lacking only the chilly 
charm of snow. Likewise, last week's elec- 
tion has the Grand 'Ole Party mimicking 
my bare trees and messy yard. Looks like 
both of us have a lot of cleaning up to do. 

I'm not a pundit and don't have any 
ESP but I'd like to make a few predic- 
tions about the political landscape over 
the next few years. Then, after the 2008 
election, pull this puppy out and see just 
how very wrong I was/am. Won't that be 
fun? 

1. Even though the Democratic Party 
has won the House and Senate America 
will see a new centrist face of the party 
over the radicalism shown by Nancy 
Pelosi or Charley Rangel. Many of the 
newly elected democrats hold moderate 
views and radicalism from party leader- 
ship stands to turn moderates off and 
entice them to vote with centrist 
Republicans. Additionally, after control- 
ling both houses, if this Congress fails to 
move issues and make significant 
progress on its campaign agenda they 
very well may loose big in 2008, a risk 
even Pelosi won't take.

3. Democratic Ticket for 2008: Hilary 
Clinton and Barack Obama. Hilary has 
planned a Presidential bid for a while and 
currently holds -her cards close before 
announcing an exploratory committee. 
With the security of her reelection to the 
Senate, she can pursue a presidential run 
and still keep her day job, ala John Kerry. 
My only wish is that the voters of New 
York have her serve more days in the 
Senate during her campaign than Kerry 
did for Massachusetts. Obama, the fresh- 
man senator from Illinois, is riding on a 
wave of popularity and will certainly 
explore running for the Oval Office. But, 
his relative inexperience and the sheer 
power of Clinton will offer him running 
mate status. Other Democrat hangers-on 
such as Kerry, Gore, and John Edwards 
may attempt runs but don't stand a 
chance of gaining enough momentum or 
cash for the nomination.

American Cancer Society 
researchers recently reported 
that reductions in tobacco 
smoking account for about 40 
percent of the decrease in can- 
cer death rates among men 
between 1991 and 2003, and have 
prevented at least 146,000 can- 
cer deaths during that time. In 
the U.S., more than 2,300 com- 
munities and 17 states are now 
smoke-free. Hawaii will join this 
list November 16 when it 
becomes the 18th smoke-free 
state.

Lung cancer is still the 
leading cause of cancer death 
in both men and women, claim- 
ing the lives of an estimated 
162,460 Americans this year. In 
Massachusetts, an estimated 
4,070 women and men will be 
diagnosed with lung cancer this 
year, and an estimated 3,790 
residents will die from the dis- 
ease. In the U.S., tobacco use is 
responsible for nearly one in 
five deaths, or approximately 
435,000 lives, annually. 

In October, the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) released the 
latest figures on smoking 
among American adults, find- 
ing that the percentage of adult 
smokers has stayed the same 
for two years, and suggesting 
that declines seen during the 
past eight years may be leveling 
off. 

The American Cancer 
Society's Great American 
Smokeout event grew out of a 
1971 event in Randolph, MA, in 
which Arthur P. Mullaney asked 
people to give up cigarettes for 
a day and donate the money 
they would have spent on ciga- 
rettes to a high school scholar- 
ship fund. In 1974, Lynn R. 
Smith, editor of the Monticello 
Times in Minnesota, spearhead- 
ed the state's first D-Day, or 
Don't Smoke Day. The idea 
caught on, and on November 18, 
1976 the American Cancer 
Society's California Division 
succeeded in getting smokers to 
quit for the day. The first 
national Great American 
Smokeout was held in 1977.

Over the past few 
years of operation, for example, 
the BCEC has consistently 
worked with individual 
shows in order to minimize 
vastes that are commonly gener- 
ated and at the same time maxi- 
mize recycling. The many materi- 
als that were routinely collected 
for recycling include: glass, alu- 
minum, plastic, paper, cardboard, 
pallets, grease and organics. 

Now, in addition, any food 
scraps generated in the prepara- 
tion of meals at BCEC are divert- 
ed from the waste stream by the 
kitchen staff and hauled to local 
farms for composting. Also, any 
excess prepared food that cannot 
be donated to charitable organi- 
zations is relegated to the com- 
posting program rather than 
tossed in the trash. These simple 
changes have brought positive 
returns. For example, during one 
four-day conference last spring, 
the BCEC diverted over 20 tons of

Alternatives to Ice skating on the Commons to be considered 


By STEPHEN BJORK 
WILMINGTON - It doesn't 
look like there will be any 
skaters on the Town Common 
this year, unless of course 
they're rollerblading. 
Selectman Michael Newhouse 
had recently made a request 
that the Department of Public 
Works (DPW) explore the fea- 
sibility of constructing a tem- 
porary outdoor ice skating area 
on the Town Common. 

In a memo to the Board, DPW 
Superintendent Donald 
Onusseit described two areas 
of land within the Town 
Common that might be suit- 
able: one area located to the 
west of the Veteran's 
Monument between the light 
poles and the circular walkway 
would accommodate a 60-foot 
by 120-foot skating area, and a 
second area located between 
the Veteran's Monument and 
the Gazebo would accommo- 
date a 120-foot by 120-foot skat- 
ing area. 


Costs for the construction 
were estimated to run at $3,000 
for the smaller area, or $6,000 
for the larger area. Materials 
would include sidebars, 
padding, and liner. 

“It is anticipated that the rink 
will not be filled until an 
extended period of below freez- 
ing weather is forecast,” 
Onusseit wrote the selectmen. 
“We will not likely see this until 
early January.” 

If the Selectmen chose to go 
forward with the project, and 
funds were made available, the 
DPW would schedule the instal- 
lation of the skating rink some- 
time between December and 
January, with removal sched- 
uled for March. 

H Onusseit warned 
selectmen that construction of 
an ice skating area could result 
in undesirable conditions on 
the Common. 

“One of the potential prob- 
lems with the project is that 
the rink area may become slop- 


py and unsightly during peri- 
ods of extended thaw,” Onusseit 
advised. “In addition the grass 
under the rink will be subject 
to winter kill, and will most 
likely have to be completely 
loamed and seeded each 
spring. It is doubtful that the 
grass in the rehabilitated area 
will have sufficient time to 
mature prior to the heavy traf- 
fic that will occur during the 
July 4th activities, As a result, 
the Town Common in the area 
of the temporary skating rink 
may become a permanent bare 


spot. 

The Selectmen all agreed that 
such a skating area would offer 
a benefit to the community, but 
would not warrant such a high 
cost to the Common during 
non-winter months. 

“Permanent damage was the 
reason why the Open Space 
Committee abandoned the 
idea,” said Selectman Suzanne 
Sullivan. 

“Yes, it would have been all

billing for litigation and spe- 
cialized services. The town was 
criticized during Town 
Counsel's most recent re- 
appointment process in May 
2006 for abusing the retainer 
portion of the contract through 
various inefficiencies. Those 
inefficiencies, according to 
Town Counsel, resulted in a 
monetary loss to the firm in 
excess of $65,000. To substanti- 
ate the claims of inefficiencies, 
‘Town Counsel provided a print- 
out of the hours his staff had 
spent on retainer issues.

Rams fall in overtime thriller

TYNGSBORO The 
Shawsheen Tech football team 
has not beaten CAC rival 
Tyngsboro High School since 
the 2000 season. The losses 
have come in a variety of ways 
with some of the games being 
closer than others and a great 
rivalry has developed between 
the two schools. But it is unlike- 
ly that any of the losses over 
the past five seasons hurt as 
much as last Friday night’s 
heartbreaking 27-24 overtime 
loss to the Tigers at Pierce 

Field, 

Tyngsboro overcame a 21-7 
third quarter deficit to win on 
Shawn Miller’s 10 yard touch- 
down run on Tyngsboro’s first 
play of the overtime period. 
The Rams had taken a 24-21 
lead moments earlier on a 
clutch 27 yard field goal by 
Ryan McLaughlin during their 
overtime possession which 
allows each team to start at the 
opponent's ten yard line with 
four do to come up with a 
score, but Tyngsboro came 
right back and Miller knifed 
through the middle of the Ram 
defense to cap a night where he 
rushed for 150 yards and all 
four Tiger touchdowns. 

The loss dropped the Rams to 
7-3 on the season (2-2 in CAC 
Large), while Tyngsboro 
improved to 7-3 (3-2). 

“That's a tough one,” 
Shawsheen coach Al Costabile 
acknowledged. “At times we 
played well enough to win, but 
you can’t turn the ball over 
three times and expect to beat 
a team like Tyngsboro. That's 
a great football team over 
there.” 

Miller’s only mistake of the 
night came as time expired 
regulation when he missed a 27 
yard field goal wide right that 
would have given the Tigers the 
victory, but he quickly made up 
for his miscue. Miler also made 
a great defensive play, forcing 
a Rams fumble at the Tiger 25 
yard line late in the fourth 
quarter when it appeared the 


Rams were marching for the go 
ahead score. 

The Rams got another bril- 
liant rushing performance 
from freshman Chris Clark 
who ran for 121 yards to push 
him closer to the 1,000 mark for 
the season as he has now run 
for 974 yards on the campaign. 
Junior Pat Fullerton ran for 59 
yards of his own, including a 27 
yard touchdown run that gave 
the Rams their 21-7 lead in the 
third quarter. 

Tyngsboro got on the board 
first with an impressive seven 
play, 48 yard drive that was 
capped by a 25 yard run by 
Miller with 2:33 left in the first 
quarter. The big play of the 
drive came one play earlier 
when Josh Chronopoulos con- 
verted a fourth and four with a 
four yard gain to keep the drive 
alive. 

The Rams were undaunted by _ 
the big plays of the Tigers, how- 
ever, and bounced right back 
with the first of three very 
impressive drives on the night, 
marching 82 yards in 10 plays 
to tie the game on a one yard 
run quarterback sneak by Joe 
Gore of Wilmington with 8:50 
left in the first half. Clark got 
the drive started with a 33 yard 
run on the first play, and fol- 
lowed that up two plays later 
with a 10 yard run down to the 
Tiger 38 yard line. 

Gore also played very well on 
the drive, first picking up a 
first down with a 14 yard run on 
a fourth and 11 down to the 
Tiger 25 yard line and then 
with a nice 18 yard pass to 
Shawn Pimentel down to the 
one yard line to set up the 
touchdown. The Rams began 
their next drive with 3:16 left in 
the half pinned at their one 
yard line after a great punt and 
special teams play by 
Tyngsboro. 

It was then that they put 
together their most impressive 
drive of not only the game, but 
probably the season, marching 
99 yards in 10 plays to take a 14- 
7 lead at the half when Gore hit 
Michael Allen with a perfect 


six yard pass. in the left conter 
of the end zone with two sec- 
onds left in the, half. Gore was 
5-for- on the drive, inch 

big 25 yard hookup 
Pimentel on a third and four 
from the seven yard line and a 
29 yard hookup with Clark on 
the next play. 

“That was a terrific drive,” 
Costabile said. “There were 
some big plays, and it is the 
kind of drive that can really 
turn a game around and at that 
point it seemed like it did. We 
were pinned in and it says a lot 
about our football team do be 
able to do that.” 

It was tremendous. If the 
Rams seemed to be in control 
at that point, then they seemed 
ready to bury the Tigers on 
their second possession of the 
second half. 

Taking over at their own -15 
yard line, they needed only 
three plays to extend their lead 
to 14 points. Fullerton capped 
the quick drive with a 31 yard 
tackle breaking run with 5:17 
left in the third quarter. Clark 
had set up the score with a:40 
yard run on the previous play. 
But that was as good as-it 
would get for the Rams as 
Tyngsboro came back on their 
next possession and marched 
69 yards to pull within a touch- 
down, with Miller going in from 
two yards out for the score. 

The Tigers faced a second 
and 28 during the drive, but 
picked it up on a 15 yard run by 
Chronopoulos and a_ great 
catch by Same Lovell to make it

Also, cover the floors in 
and leading to and from the 
renovation area. Use plastic 
or heavy drop cloths and tape 
them down if necessary. 

Cut your drywall and any 
other lumber and trim outside 
or in the garage if it’s gold 
out. This keeps as much mess 
as possible out of the house. 
You can also mix your joint 
compound outside. 

Sanding the joint com- 
pound, also known as “mud” 
that fills the gaps between 
drywall panels, is what cre- 
ates the majority of the dust

After applying tape to the * 


wall over the joint compound, 
clean up any bits of tape that 
may have fallen to the floor 
during the job. 

Vacuum or sweep the con- 
struction area at the end of 
each day to limit the amount 
of accumulated dust, as this 
will prevent the dust from 
being tracked through the 
rest of the house or from cir- 
culating through the home's 
air.
